The Eye has been termed the window of the soul; may it not also be termed the avenue of the soul. All knowledge received 
through this medium has a freshness, permanency and value, which no other communication affords. What images remain so long and 
faithfully in the mind as those of external nature? The stately Elephant when seen is never forgotten, when perhaps no distinct idea of 
the animal would be obtained from reading. The study of Geography, Astronomy, and even the Sciences, have been inappreciably facili- 
tated by this most important medium of communication. 

' How is it possible for a child to obtain that knowledge of the Earth’s surface from books, which is now acquired from maps so easily, 
and with so much pleasure; or of an oblong as from a diagram ; or of the constellations of the heavens, as from a celestial globe ? 

It is the object of this work to present the most important facts of History, Chronology, Biography and Statistics, in the shortest com- 
pass possible, by lines and symbols which appeal to the eye. 

The arrangement is intended to be scientific — to simplify and condense, without retrenching from the mass of important facts, nad 
thus facilitate their acquisition. 

All history is valuable; no fact should be lost; for from the union of all the facts is the philosophy of history deduced, and once in 
possession of these facts, any one can make his own philosophy. At the creation of the world there commenced a series of events, which 
have continued down to the present time, in one connected and unbroken chain! 

If a person with a warm and glowing imagination should read the history of the world from its creation to the present time, that 
imagination, recurring to what he had read, would call up the scenes of the past. He would behold the creation of the world on the 
morning when the stars sang for joy; Adam and Eve in the Garden of Eden; the Deluge, the building of Babel; Abraham, Jacob, the 
Israelites in Egyptian bondage ; Moses, the flight, the drowning of Pharaoh’s host in the Red Sea; Canaan, David, Solomon, the building 
of the Temple, the long line of successive sovereigns; the corruptions and afilictions of the Israelites ;— the invasions of foreign monarchs, 
the captivity; the destruction of the Temple ; Nebuchadnezzar, Cyrus, Belshazzar, Cambyses, Darius, Xerxes, Persian hosts, Greece, 
Rome, Martin Luther; in fine, Revolutions, Battles, Sieges, Philosophers, Statesmen and Warriors, crowding upon the scene, and 
hurrying before him on the stream of time! Now it has been my purpose to take this ideal map which the imagination thus forms, and 
transfer it to paper ! 

The Chart already published brings the history of the world from the Creation down to four hundred years before Christ, embracing 
all the countries west of Persia, as far as Egypt, including Ethiopia, with Jewish history complete. In connexion with this branch of the 
subject, it comprises a list of the Prophets, chronologically arranged, with their prophecies and the fulfilment of them, and the genealogies 
not merely of Kings, but of other persons and tribes. 

In the Key to that work it was stated that four others would follow, on a similar plan. This is the next in the series, and the re-

The Plan embraces every Department of History, those Departments being as follow : 


ETHNOGRAPHY — Classification of Nations: so that the national extraction of individuals can be distinguished from each other. 


GEOGRAPHY, or TOPOGRAPHY — Referring to Place. 
CHRONOLOGY — Referring to Time. 

HISTORY — To the Acts of Mankind in the mass. 
BIOGRAPHY — To the Acts of Mankind individually. 
GENEALOGY — To Individuals. 

SYNCHRONOLOGY — To Contemporaneous History. 


tthe have been justly termed the “two eyes” of History. 


The different Departments, with the exception of Chronology and Synchronology, are illustrated by lines, 


and the professional and official character of individuals by symbols. 


THE PLAN IS DIVIDED INTO PERPENDICULAR AND HORIZONTAL LINES. PERPENDICULAR LINES ARE DIVIDED 
INTO HISTORICAL AND BIOGRAPHICAL LINES. 


FIRST PERPENDICULAR LINES. 


Taxe the first Chart, look along the bottom, and see what countries are 
represented on it. The Nations are represented by perpendicular lines, ex- 
tending from the bottom to the top, or near to the top. Now commencing on 
the right, we have first, at the bottom, Spain, then France, England, Mexico, 
New Spain, Brazil, &c. When you want any thing with reference to a nation, 
find the nation in the index at the bottom, and pass up the line. ‘The dates 
are placed along the lines accompanying events. Supposing we want any 
thing with reference to Spain: find Spain in the index at the bottom, and 
pass up the line, and we have all the events and the most important char- 
acters in Spain, at any period, arranged on the right hand side of the 
line. The Navigators are shown by the anchor; the crown represents 
a King; a truncheon with a riband attached to it, a Governor, (see 
Ovando Hispaniola.) The Kings are arranged succeeding each other, 
beginning with Ferdinand and Isabella, Charles V., Philip II., and those of 
France and England contemporaneously arranged. In the reign of Fer- 
-dinand we have the Spanish Navigators, (those in the service of a country 
being reckoned as belonging to that country,) Christopher Columbus, 

Amerigo Vespucci, Alonzo de Ojeda, Vincent Yaiiez Pinzon, Rodigero de 
Bastidas, down to Gasper Moralez. In the reign of Charles V. we have 
Alvarez Pinedo, Juan de Grijalva, Hernando Cortez, Bartholomew de las 


Casas, (the cross represents a missionary,) Francis Pizarro, &c. ; and in the 


reign of Philip II., others. During the reigns of Ferdinand and Charles V. 
Spain does the principal business of discovery. The only Navigators of any 
importance in England during that period were the Cabots, John and his son 
Sebastian ; but after Charles V. of Spain, in Ehzabeth’s time, England takes 
up the business, and during her reign we have John Hawkins, Sir Fran- 
cis Drake, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir Humphrey Gilbert, Martin Frobisher, 
Thomas Cavendish, &c., English Navigators, during which the discoveries 
noted opposite, in America, were made. ‘Take for example the year 1585 in 
America — “ Gilbert Sound, &c., discovered :” I want to know who discovered 
it. Following out the horizontal line upon which the word is placed until 
coming to-the same word in the present tense, namely, “ discovers,” I find the 
first perpendicular line on the left to represent John Davis, an Englishman, 
because placed in England, and in the reign of Elizabeth. If I am reading 
what John Davis did, | find he “ discovers” something ; running along the hori- 
zontal line until coming to the word “discovered,” I find he discovers Gil- 
bert Sound and Cumberland Strait,.in America. ‘The reference word is al- 
ways the same word, in the present tense of the active or passive voice, ac- 
cording to the voice of the word from which reference is made. For in- 
stance, if the word from which you refer is in the present tense active, then 
look for that word in the present tense passive, and vice versa. See ex- 


planation of horizontal lines. 


All facts or events are placed on the right hand side of perpendicular lines, 
and close to them. These lines are sometimes placed so near each other 
that facts recorded on one line are passed through by the other, but the record 
thus interfered with has no reference to that line; but to the one against 
which it is placed. See New York, 1615, for an example of this kind. A line 
commencing here runs down close to that of New York to Albany, to the 
year 1664. On the line at the top is recorded “Fort and Trading House 
built,” which refers to it. On the year 1623 is the record, “ Fort Orange 
built.” In 1664, “Js taken and named Albany.” These facts being on the 
same perpendicular line, refer to the same place. But the other fact, namely, 
“14,891 beavers,” &c., placed on the line of New York, and having the other 
line passing through it, doés not refer to this line, but to the one against 
which it is placed, namely, that of New York. 

See as a further illustration of this rule, Newtown, Massachusetts : a line 
extending from 1631 to 1639. The same rule applies as in the other instance, 
“ Printing Press erected,” 1639, was at Newtown; “ called Cambridge,” 


1638, was Newtown ; but “20 Towns,” «31 Ministers,” «“ Ancient and 


Honorable Artillery Company formed,” &c., refer to Massachusetts. See 
below this, (1639,) Rowley : a short perpendicular line immediately under it, 
and “fulling mill” on it, referring to that town, because it is placed on the 
line representing it, and not on the one representing Massachusetts. 

The short perpendicular lines are numerous, and require some attention. 
Take two other examples: Portsmouth, Rhode Island, 1674. «First General 


Assembly,” by this rule refers to Portsmouth, which affords another specimen 
of topography. See Nova Scotia, 1745. Louisbourg and Cape Breton, a 
short perpendicular line from each; the one representing Louisbourg and the 
other Cape Breton ; but their position shows their relation to each other ; 
Louisbourg, being on the right and next to Cape Breton, belongs to Cape 
Breton ; that is, Louisbourg is in the Island of Cape Breton, while Cape 
Breton being next to the line of Nova Scotia, is in Nova Scotia. 

The rule is, therefore, always to take the first perpendicular line on the left 
of any fact. Take as an example, second Chart, Boston, 1642: you see the 
word ‘ Goy.” or “ Dep. G.” Each one of these has a perpendicular line, to 
which it refers, viz. ‘ Goy.” refers to John Winthrop’s line, and “ Dep. Gov.” 
to John Endicott’s, both on the left. Always look to the top of the line for 
the name of the individual, and to the bottom for the nation, &c. 


Nore.— Perpendicular lines represent countries, people, cities, individuals, or any thing 
else. Time is progressive. It is supposed, in this plan, to proceed from the top towards 
the bottom of the Chart. The top, therefore, is made the commencement of any period, 
and from that point towards the bottom the thing represented is supposed to advance 
through time or along the stream of time, until it disappears from the stage of action. The 
line commences on the year in which the thing represented commenced its existence, and 
ends on that in which it terminated, and the line thus becomes a visible representative of 
its existence ; and since, as has been already observed, time flows downward along the 
swrface of the Chart, this line must run in that direction, or in other words, must be per- 
pendicular. , : 

There are 5846 years since the creation of the world, according to the chronology of 
Scripture. Now if a line of any given length be drawn, divided into 5846 spaces, each 
space representing a year, this line would symbolize or be a visible type of the chronology 
of the world. And if a line mark off 350 years of this chronology, it would exactly represent 
the chronology of the American Continent, since its discovery by Columbus down to the 
present time. Another line containing 59 of these spaces would designate the number of 
years that Columbus lived, &e. 


The Biographical and Horizontal Lines are the most important in the whole arrangement. 


BIOGRAPHICAL LINES. 


Tue short straight lines immediately under individuals are Biographical lines. 
Take, for example, Sebastian Cabot. Look for England in the index at the 
bottom, and passing up the line, you see Sebastian Cabot near the top of the 
space. ‘The perpendicular line immediately under him extending down to the 
year 1526, with “ ascends,” “discovers,” &c. on it, is his biographical line. 
These lines are long or short, according to the number of years represented. 
The Biographical lines, however, do not always designate the length of the 
life of the individual, but sometimes only a part of it. Columbus’ biographi- 
cal line, for example, denotes only that part of his life connected with the 
history of America, after its discovery, extending from the year 1492 to 1506, 
the year in which he died. See Columbus. See also Pamphilo Narvaez, 
Spain, 1528. His line represents only one year, viz. 1528: the year in which 
he invaded Florida, and discovered the Bay of Pensacola. (See explanation 
of horizontal lines.) 

These lines of Kings mark off as much time as they reigned, if delineated ; 
if not, the length of their reign is ascertained by the appearance of their suc- 
cessor. See Louis XIIJ., France, 1610; Louis XV., and Charles V. of Spain, 
&c. &c. Sometimes the Biographical line only delineates a part of the reign. 
See George II., England. 

The plan requires that individuals be placed in the space representing the 
country in which they were born, but there are numerous examples on these 
Charts of individuals remoying from one country to another, and of Governors 
presiding over different Colonies at different times. The plan also requires 
that all the Governors be arranged in the Colonies over which they presided, 
or to which they emigrated in any other capacity ; but this would conflict 
with the original plan; it was necessary, therefore, that a method should be 
found by which these principles could be accommodated without producing 
confusion. ‘The following expedient was adopted: The national extraction 
of individuals is shown by their being placed in the space representing the 


country in which they were born, and the word “ born” placed under them, 
and a line brought down and carried over to the country to which they re- 
moved, and their name there recorded. For an example of this, turn to Chart 
fourth, and looking up the division representing England, you see on the year 
1729, on one side of the space, Horatio Gates born. The word “ born” tells 
us that in this year he was born, and in England. Tracing down the small 
light line immediately under him, you come to a horizontal line, which follow- 
ing, you are carried into Virginia, where we have him again recorded. Now 
this means that Horatio Gates emigrated from England to America, where we 
find him ever afterwards. For instance, look on the fifth Chart, in Virginia : 
we have him there recorded among the distinguished worthies of the revolution. 

Take the second Chart, and look for Sir Edmund Andros, in New York, 
1674; near the bottom. Turn to the next Chart, and you will find him 
at the top of the space representing New York. Now put your finger on the 
line immediately under him, and trace it down ; on the year 1686 it turns to 
the right and enters Massachusetts, where you find his name again recorded. 
You still follow his line down, and you are carried to Virginia, where he was 
also Governor in 1693. 

But Francis Nicholson is the most interesting example of this kind. Look 
for New York city in the index, and pass up the line. On the year 1688 you 
find Francis Nicholson Lieutenant-Governor. Now follow his line down, as 
you did the one in the other instance, and you come to Virginia, where you 
find him also Lieutenant-Governor ; a little further down, and you find him 
Governor in Maryland ; further yet, and you are carried back to Virginia, 
Where you find him again Governor; and still continuing on his line, you 
have him in Nova Scotia in 1714; and then you are carried over to South 
Carolina, where he was Governor in 1721. 

Where a Governor included in his jurisdiction other Colonies than the one 


in which he resides, a line is carried into those Colonies, and his jurisdiction 


there designated. Taking your former example, Sir Edmund Andros, you will 
find him in Massachusetts in 1686 ; just under him you perceive the record, 
“Vice Adm’l.;” now following the line which leads from this, it takes you into 
Rhode Island, New Hampshire and Maine, where you find the words « Capt. 
Gen’l. and Vice Admiral” recorded in each. His jurisdiction, therefore, of 
Captain General, &c., extended into these Colonies. 

This man, by the same principle, was Governor of New Jersey. Find New 
Jersey in the index at the bottom, and pass up the line until you come to the 
year 1688; you find here the word “ Governor,” and you know by this that the 

‘Colony at this time was placed under the jurisdiction of some Governor; you 
follow the horizontal line, therefore, upon which the word is placed, until you 
come to the word “Gov.,” and you find this word placed on the right hand 
side of a perpendicular line, which represents Sir Edmund Andros. Sir Ed- 
mund Andros, therefore, was the Governor whose jurisdiction at this time ex- 
tended over New Jersey. His jurisdiction, at the same time, also included 


New York, as you will see by reference. 


Joseph Dudley, Boston, 1686, is President of Massachusetts, New Hamp- 
shire, Connecticut and Rhode Island, by the same principle. 

The continuation of Andros’ line in New York from 1682 to 1686 is de- 
signed in this instance only to connect him with his biographical line in Bos- 
ton, without meaning to refer to his place of residence in the mean time. The 
word “ returns” on his biographical line, (see 1682,) announces his departure 
from New York for England, where he probably remained till he returned to 
Boston in 1686. 

As a general thing, the Governor’s time of office is ascertained by the 
appearance of his successor. For example, see Francis Nicholson, Virginia, 
1698, who was Governor of this Colony till 1705, when he was succeeded by 
Edward Nott. ‘The line which represents him, however, is continued down to 
the year 1614; but this is only designed to show his removal to Nova Scotia ; 
and so in every instance. The bottom of the name is placed opposite the 
year to which it refers. See last Chart, Georgia: Wilson Lumpkin was 


Governor in 1831, George R. Gilmer in 1829, &c. 


HORIZONTAL LINES. 


Avi events of a compound nature, that is, events which require several 
agents to produce them, require horizontal lines. ‘To make a complete rec- 
ord, all the agents should be mentioned. For instance, a battle between 
England and America, is as important in the history of one country as in 
that of the other, and therefore should be recorded in each. England and 
America are the agents. Now some word conveying the result of the action 
is employed on the line of the nations represented, and the results which 
make up the event are connected by a horizontal line. Suppose the result 
is to one nation that it defeats ; the other will be ‘“ defeated,” of course, and 
vice yersa. The result, strictly speaking, is all that belongs to the history of 
either nation, but these taken separately, make the record incomplete ; now 
the two words “ defeats” and “defeated” united by the horizontal line make 
a complete record. 

If you take the second Chart, find Massachusetts, and at the year 1626 you 
will have a specimen of horizontal lines which will at once give you some idea 
of their character ; I refer to the record, ‘‘ Salem, first house built.” There is 
a line running from this to Roger Conant’s line, upon which is placed the 
word ‘ builds,” which refers to the word “ built,” at the other end of the line. 
That is, Roger Conant “builds,” or the first house was “ built” by Roger 
Conant, at Salem; and so the rule prevails throughout. 

Take the first line on the first Chart, beginning at the top, on the line of 
America. You see here the record, “‘ San Salvador discovered.” Now follow 
the horizontal line which leads from this, until you come to the same word in 
the present tense, active voice, viz. “discovers.” You find this word placed 
on the right of a perpendicular line which represents Columbus. Columbus, 


therefore, discovered San Salvador, Oct. 12, 1492. 


The advantages of this arrangement will be seen on a moment’s reflection. 


In reading the history of America down, I find the discovery of San Salya- 
dor mentioned, and in that of Columbus’ life the same event is mentioned 
there ; for it is an event in the history of one as well as in that of the other: 
but the part concerning the history of Columbus is that he “ discovers,” and 
that of America is that ‘San Salvador is discovered.” The two united make 


a complete historical record. 


Two events are sometimes recorded on one horizontal line. But as this is 
done merely by employing different words for each event, it is unnecessary to 
explain it, for the principle is still the same. For examples of this kind see 
first Chart, New Spain, year 1519: New Spain is invaded, and the city of 
Tabasco taken by Cortez, a Spaniard, both recorded on the same line. In 
1781, January 17, Tarleton, an English General, was “ routed ” at the Cow- 
pens, South Carolina, by Andrew Pickens, William Washington, Daniel Mor- 
gan, &c., and on the same line we have Nathaniel Greene and others worsted 
at Guildford, in North Carolina, by Lord Cornwallis, &c. 


The word in the passive voice generally represents the place where an 
event transpired. See Massachusetts, 1645. The fact “ Rehoboth: com- 
pleted,” is on a horizontal line conducting to the literature line, where we find 
this fact, ““ Cambridge Concordance completed.” Rehoboth, therefore, was the 
place where this work was completed. Louisiana, 1814: “New Orleans, 
defeated,” is the place where General Packenham was defeated, &c. In 1674 
New Jersey and New York are “restored” to England by Holland, or vice 


versa, Holland restores them, &c. See year England.

GENEALOGY. 


Tue curved lines, with knots, are Genealogical lines: the knot signifies 
marriage, and the two lines that go up from the knot go to the parents and the 
line that descends comes to the children. The mother is not always men- 
tioned. See Henry VIII., Chart 1. Edward VI., Mary and Elizabeth, are 
children of Henry VIII., by different marriages. This is shown by the curved 


lines passing from one to the other, with knots, each knot representing a 
different marriage. Richard Henry Lee and Arthur Lee are children of 
the same mother, namely, Hannah Ludwell. The two lines proceed from 


the same knot. See Virginia, year 1731, &c. &c.

nificancy. ‘Those acquainted with the author’s Chart of Ancient History will 
recollect that in that work the Deity is surrounded by a halo or light, represent- 
ing the Divine essence. The Prophets are surrounded by the same appearance, 
in token of their Divine mission and inspiration, which is typified by the light. 
As poesy was made the vehicle of their oracles, whether justly so or not, it 
was natural to conclude that there was a connection between the spirit of pro- 
phecy and a poetical frenzy ; a partial illumination or halo, therefore, repre- 
sents the Votary of the Muses. But the analogy did not stop here; for the 
attribute of strong enthusiasm, of elevated mental qualities, bordering on what 
Seems inspiration, — those powers of intellect rising above the common order 
of mind, impressing the beholder with the idea of something supernatural, 
may be considered an ingredient in the Orator’s composition ; a Star, there- 
fore, with rays denoting the essence, designates him, while the Statesman or 
Civilian was designated by a Star simply, without rays. The Cross, with the 
light over it, signifies the same thing, with the exception that the influence is 
there supposed to rest not on the man, but on the instrument. This will 
afford some idea of the process of reasoning which led to the adoption 
of certain Symbols.

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ABBREVIATED REGULATIONS. 


One yolume can be taken at a time from the 
Lower Hall, and one from the Upper Hall.
